Baked ham, sweet potatoes and 
apples are old favorites which are 
on every homemaker’s list of oft- 
used menus.

Most perennials can be grown 
from teed without trouble or ex¬ 
pense, provided you grow them in a 
secluded spot where they will not 
be trampled on, or disturbed.
